ucation and agricultural experiment 
station taxes are all combined under 
the state tax. This results in 
the 
state tax raising in Rush county this 
fall the sum of $45,448.32. 
These 
funds have all been polled in 
the 
general fund and are budgeted 
to 
the various purposes for which ta x­ 
es were formerly raised by the state 
budget committee. 
Delinquent taxes, however, 
which 
were collected before the 
budget 
system became effective are still dis­ 
tributed on the old basis, 
resulting 
in small sums going to 
each 
fund 
from the Rush county taxes in 
the 
December settlement. 
Six separate tax rates, 
however, 
are still levied for state 
purposes, 
and the sums going to each in 
the 
fall distribution are as follows: 
State schools 
$17 ,7 7 7 .46 ; 
state 
soldiers’ memorial fund 
$1,471.67; 
state teachers’ pension fund, 
$4.- 
414.6 9 ; Dunes P a rk 
fund 
$49 0.59 ; 
agricultural board

The largest single sum for 
nnv 
purpose in the December distribution 
was to meet the interest and 
free 
gravel roal bonds falling due. This 
is to pay for roads that have

three-mile road law. Taxes collected 
for this purpose amounted to $87,- 
482.79 .

In the December settlement, 
the 


county has distributed $448,066.20 
in taxes, -which were collected on the 
fall installment, among the various 
taxing units of the state and coun- 
ty. 


The state received $74,758.39 as 


its share of the Rush county taxes, 
and the remainder $373,307.81, went 
to the county and 
the township 


funds. 


Under the new distribution plan, 


the benevolent institution,, state ed- 
ucational institution, vocational ed- 
ucation and agricultural experiment 
station taxes are all combined under 
the state tax. This results in the 
state tax raising in Rush county this 
fall the sum of $45,448.32.
